Federal death Sentences are implemented feyan intravenous injection of a 
lethal substance or substance*, in a quantity sufficient to causedeafh, such 
substance or substances to be determined by the Director, Federal. Bureau of 
Prisons (BOP) and to. be administered by queaSed personnel selected- by the 
WardeB and acting at the direction of the Unfed States Marshal. 28CFR26.3. 
The procedures ufifeed by me BOPto implementfederal death sentences shall 
be as follows unless modified at ttte discretion of fine Director or his/her 
designee, as necessary to (1) comply with specific judicial orders; $2) based on 
the reeommendatfWt of on-site medical personnel utilizing their el&jcai judgment 
or (3) as mag be required by other cfrcumstances. 

The identifies of personnel considered for and/or selected to perform death 
sentence related functions, any documentation esiaMfehing their qaaHfJcaSons 
and the identities of personnel parSeJpating in federal judicial executions or 
training for such judicial executions shall be protected from disclosure to the 
tullest extent permitted by law. 

The lethal substances to be utilized in federal lethal injections shall b4 Sodium 
Pentothai, (thiopental); Pancuronium Bromide and Potassium Chloride. 

Not lessfhan fourteen (14) days prior to a scheduled execution, the Director or 
designee, in conjunction with the United Stales Marshal Servfce, s&aJI make a 
final selection of qualified personnel to serve as the executioners) and their 
alternates. See BOP Execution Protocol, Chap. 1 , §§ ill (F) and (V <B) & (£). 
Qualified personnel shall have necessary training or experience in the specific 
function they will perform in implementing the federal death sentence. Any 
documentation establishing, the qualifications, including framing;, of such 
personnel shad be maintained toylne Director ordasignee. 

The Director or designee shall app oint a senior level Bureau employee to assist 
the United States Marshal in implementing the federal dea$t sentence. The 
Director or designee shall appoint an additional senior tevet Bureau employee to 
supervise the activities of personnel preparing and administering the lethal 
substances. 

The lethaf substances shall be prepared by qualified personnel in the following 
manner unless otherwise directed by the Director, or designee, oh the 
recommendation of the-on-site medical personnel. TheferJia! substances shall 
be placed into four sets of -numbered and labeled syringes. Two of the sets of 
syringes are used in the impfementafibh of the death sentence and ty&sets are 
available as a-backup.
